which being more picreing and frez from all Salt, is 
the more fit for the diffolution of any char it car: 
come at. Asto your Experiment, that it will boy!

thrown into it, that Ebullicion then muft piocede 
from the Confl:ct that happens between che Acid 
Salt of the Copperas, the Alcali of the Iron, and 
perhaps fome of the fulphurcus parts of the Lead.
